“blanks” in Mints. When I tell you this invention has been used in the Mint of this City, for the 
last eight years, and that I filled an “order” for the same, two months ago, you will know the 
adjusters give it a strong endorsement, as they desire it for its convenience in performing their 
work. 


The Guard can be made to fit any sized File. The Sample I send is the regulation size 
needed in this Mint. The reasons the adjusters like it is that it has the fingers free from “wire” 
and “kid” as the two pieces of wood are a sure protection. When one side of the File is worn out 
the other side is turned. 


This invention was accepted and I received three “orders” under Mr. Dodge’s 
administration, who is now in your City. I wrote him a note before he left asking him to speak to 
you in regard to this matter and from his known kindness of heart and sympathy with women 
who are compelled by a cruel Fate, to battle, and struggle for their daily bread, I believe he will.
